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REPORT  OF  THE  COUNCIL 

for  the  Year  ended  31st  December,  1945. 


Sixty-three  years  ago,  the  Mildmay  Memorial  Hospital 
(then  called  Cottage  Hospital)  was  opened.  Earnest  prayer 
went  up  that  its  30  beds  might  be  used  of  God,  and  that  those 
who  filled  them,  might  be  healed  in  body,  and  led  to  a  new 
life  in  Him.  Down  these  sixty-three  years,  God  has  blessed 
the  work  carried  on,  and  year  by  year  has  supplied  our  needs. 
To-day,  the  Council  present  their  Report  on  the  work  done 
during  1945,  with  a  complement  of  59  beds. 

It  is  most  cheering  to  note  that,  despite  the  increased 
costs  in  the  upkeep  of  the  hospital,  we  have  closed  the  year 
with  a  credit  balance— a  very  small  one — but  nevertheless,  a 
balance  on  the  right  side. 

The  Annual  Meeting  (and  Pound  Day)  was  held  on 
Saturday,  May  5th,  when  our  speaker  was  Mrs.  I.  H.  Gibbons, 
who  had  very  recently  returned  from  China.  We  had  a  most 
interesting  afternoon,  and  £56  Is.  9d.  was  contributed  to  our 
funds.  London  Hospitals  Street  Day  Collections  brought  in 
£201  14s.  2d.,  and  the  Annual  Sale  of  Work,  held  on  Saturday, 
September  22nd,  £186  18s.  lid.  Here  we  would  wish  to 
express  our  indebtedness  to  the  members  of  the  Linen  Guild, 
who,  under  the  leadership  of  Mrs.  C.  G.  Mack,  by  working 
steadily  throughout  the  year,  contributed  so  largely  to  the 
success  of  the  Sale. 

During  1945,  415  patients  were  admitted  in  the  wards,  of 
whom  202  were  private  ward  patients. 

The  private  wards  were  much  in  demand.  Several 
patients  have  expressed  their  appreciation  of  the  brightness  of 
these  wards,  and  of  all  that  has  been  done  for  their  help 
and  comfort  during  their  stay. 

In  the  Maternity  Wards,  294  cases  were  admitted  during 
the  year.  Much  to  Matron  Fifield’s  regret,  she  had  to  refuse 
several  cases  a  week,  through  lack  of  beds.  The  Maternity 
Wards  are  booked  up  some  months  in  advance. 
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Miss  Hess  (Sister  of  the  Sunlight  Clinic)  has  again  had  a 
very  busy  year,  6,722  treatments  being  given.  The  Council 
wish  to  record  their  deep  appreciation  of  the  valuable  help 
given  regularly  week  by  week  to  Miss  Hess,  by  Mrs.  Catling 
and  Miss  Dunwell.  Miss  Ciutton  also,  is  kept  busy  in  the 
wards. 

The  Council  are  most  grateful  for  Grants  received  from 
the  following  : — King  Edward’s  Hospital  Fund  for  London, 
Hospital  Sunday  Fund,  Richard  Cloudesley’s  Charity,  and 
the  Bernhard  Baron  Charitable  Trust,  also  for  gifts  received 
from  various  Churches  and  Sunday  Schools  around. 

The  Council  would  express  their  grateful  appreciation 
of  the  valuable  work  done  by  the  Medical  Superintendent, 
Dr.  H.  Gordon  Thompson,  and  by  all  the  members  of  the 
Honorary  Medical,  and  Surgical  Staff  ;  of  Miss  L.  S.  Radcliffe 
(Matron  of  the  Hospital),  Miss  E.  Fifield  (Matron  of  the 
Maternity  Wards),  Miss  Hess  (Sister-in-Charge  of  the  Clinic) 
the  Nursing  Staff,  not  forgetting  those  whose  work  is  the 
serving  and  preparing  of  well-cooked  meals,  and  those  who 
spend  their  days  in  doing  the  unnoticed  tasks,  which  contribute 
so  much  to  the  comfort  and  well-being  of  the  staff. 

To  the  many  who  have  helped  us  so  generously  through¬ 
out  the  year  we  say  a  very  sincere  “thank  you”  and  we  com¬ 
mend  this  hospital  to  your  prayers,  that  God’s  Will  may  be 
very  clear  to  us  in  all  our  undertakings,  and  that  we  may —
